He 
expressed his surprise at the 
titudes that lined the streets, say- 
ing te James D. Phelan and Sen- 
ator Shertridge:

Cuts Exports 


Shipments Here Drop Almost 
50 Per Cent: Since 
First of Year 


'BY CARLA AND ASSOCIATED PRESS) 

LONDON, Sept. 9.—The offen- 
sive of America’s prohibition force 
against rum row and the liquor 
emuggiers, is having a marked ef- 
fect on the export liquor traffic of 
the British Isles. This traffic is 
going through such a lean period 
that no money now is available to 
ffnmance rum-running expeditions. 
In consequence, exports of liquor 
destined for arid America have 
dropped almost 50 per cent since 
January. 

The boom of 1923 and 1924 
rwhen hundreds of thousands of 
pounds of Englishmen's money was 
ready to finance rum-running ad- 


ventures, has died out. So has the 
pinclination in Great Britain to tam- 
per with the blockade which the 
United States government has 
thrown around its coasts. 

An example of the distress of 
the boeotiegging trade here is 
shown by the circumstances of the 
good ship General Serrett, whose 
captain admits that she contains 
about 25,000 cases of whisky in- 
tended for America. She has been 
lying idle in Deal Harbor for a 
week, because, it is reported, her 
owners cannot raise money to fr 
wages or to supply the ip (Vv 
a journey te an known destina- 
tien across the Atlantic. .« 

The captain-and crew of the 
General Serrett admit that they 
have been engaged in rum-run- 
ning for several years, but all say 
they are now so tired of the traffic 
and its new dangers that they are 
anxious to get the present trip 
over so that they can look for 
safer and more law-abiding jobs. 

The General Serrett is owned 
by a London woman, who, the cap- 
tain says, is responsible for hold- 
ing up the vessel and diso the 
pay of the crew which he says is 
long overdue. 

The ship left Antwerp August 
20 with her hquor cargo, which in 
this case, the captain says, will be 
transferred to another ship off the 
[American shore, but out of range 
of any danger for him. 

Figures now available show that 
this year's exports of liquor from 
Great Britain will be far short of 
2,000,000 gallons, the amount 
shipped annually from thie coun- 
try in the last few years.

WAR DEPARTMENT 
SPURNS ACCUSATIONS 


[EXCLASIVE DISPATCH) 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—With- 
out formal authentication 
of the statement of Col. William 
Mitchell, charging maladministra- 
tion of the army and navy air 
services amounting almost to trea- 
son, War Department officials to- 
dey took oceasion to deny em- 
phatically the charge that ‘“‘non- 
fying officers In the Army had 
sent aviators to their death.’ 

Jt was pointed out that the 
Army Air Service today enjoys a 
greater degree of freedom and a 
wider latitude in the conduct of its 
activities than any other branch 
of the Army. Fiyers solely and 
absolutely contro] flying activities 
and any statement to the contrary 
is ridiculous on its face, so far as 
the Army is concerned, it was de- 
clared. 

Army Air Service schools are in 
charge of flyers. The board re- 
cently appointed to lay out a pro- 
posed course of air training for 
officers in other branches of the 
Army than the Air Service is head- 
e4 by an Air Service officer. A 
large majority of all Air Service 
officers and men are stationed at 
Air Service schools, due to the fact 
that most of the army flying fields 
are classified as schools, and every 
field is controlled by air officers.

The saving, a detailed report of 

which has just heen made to Direc- 
tor Lord of the budget by Frank 
T. Hines, director of the bureau,

Summarizing the foregoing 4r- 
ticles, my main contention is that 
the changes which have come 
about in modern football follow 
closely the changes which have.

Ien’s it the business of an edu- 
ecator to equip youth to survive and 
succeed in his environment as it 
is, rather than it ought to be? 

I maintain that the high-geared 
competitive system of intercollegi- 
ate athletics, with ‘all its deriva- 
tives of high finance, is more effec-

NEW YORK, Sept. 9.—-Tammany

At a special meeting of the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly, invoked by the 
Tammany members, Controller 
Craig's bilp prohibiting increase of 
the existing 5-cent surface, elevated 
and subway fares, excent by vote 
of the people was passed unan!- 
mously by both chambers. 

Tammany contends that this ac- 
tion takes the 5-cent fare issue out 
of the obey A fight, because the 
charge for street-railway transpor- 
tation will remain at 5 cents, who- 
ever is nominated and elected, un- 
leas the people themselves decree 
an increase. 

Mayor Hylan contends that it 
does not remove the issue, because 
any subsequent Municipal Assem- 
bly can repeal the prohibitive law 

today,.and that “if the trac- 
tion gang elects the next Assem- 
bly” in November the repea) will 
follow preparatory to boosting 
fares to 8, if not 10 cents. 

FACTIONS TANGLE 

The Craig bill was passed to the 
accompaniment of oratorical fire- 
works and the exchange of verbal! 
asperities between the Hylan and 
Tammany factions, each accusing 
the other of playing politics in 
dedling with the 5-cent fare issue. 

A large a ain Was on hand 
in the old City Hall to witness the 
action on the Craig measure in the 
board of estimate or upper house 
of the Municipal Assembly pre- 
sided over by Mayor Hylan. 

That it is a pojitical dodge, the 
Mayor asserts, is provéd by the 
fact that whereas he sought to dis- 
charge the committee and pras the 
Craig bill last epring, it was the 
Tammany fiiember, Mr. Collins, 
who objecte 
postponement of action for si 
months. Now Tammany suddenly 
has found immediate passage ex- 
pedient ahd has caused Collins té 
call a special meeting of the As- 
s@¢mbliy.

“John F. Hylan,” quietly re- 
marked the rosy controller, “has 
st as much right to proclaim 
imeelf the preservér of the 6-cent 
fare as Dr. Cook to claim the dis- 
covery of the North Pole. Dr. 
Cook went to the Arctic and fea) 
the Eskimos gumdrops and then 
was entertained by the King of 
Denmark. But Dr. Cook stubbed 
his toe oh his incontrovertible 
proof of truth and fact. So will 
this man on my right. Mayor Hy- 
lan finds himself today in the same 
place where Dr. Cook finds himaelf 


—in the winds of utter darkness 


and a forgotten thing.” 

HYLAN CHARGED 
Controller Craig charged that 
Hylan, in a conference with the 
late Theodore P. Shonts of the 
Interborough Traction Compan 
and a Hearét lawyer, had favo 
raising the fare. 

“It is not necessary to deny the 
malicious staternent of the man on 
my left,” résjonded Mayor Hylan. 
“IT wouldn't confer With him with- 
out a sténographer and half «4 
dozen witnesses. Anybody who 
says I 
increasing fares tells an untruth.” 
The Mayor reiterated thet his 
enemies “are playing politics at 
the behest of the individual at my 
left.” Boome, he said, “impute 
wrong to every act, at which the 
pergon at my left is a past ter.” 
Mr, Hylan was speaking quietly 
and he waxed almost pathetic as 
he turned to the Tammany mem- 
bers and the days “when 
we were working #80 sweetly 
and peacefully together—that is, 
except the person at my left, who 
was always against everything.

Johns Hopkins Professor 
Speaks on White Plague 


Before Local Associations 


There aré between 1,990,000 and 
2,000,000 active cases of tubercu- 
losis in the United States, with 1560,- 
000 persons annually being iso- 
lated in sanatoriums, declared Dr. 
Allen K. Kratise, associaté pro- 
fessor of medicine at Johns Hop- 
kine University, an address be- 
fore membera of the California and 
Los Angeles Tuberculosis Associa- 
tions last night. The speech was 
delivered following a dinner at the 
City Club in Dr.-Krause’s hohor. 
The figures cited by Dr. Krause 
who Is also director of the Kenneth 
Dows Tuberctiiosis Regearch La- 
boratories, were presented not to 
show any alarming ‘“pread of the 
white plague, but rather to prove 
that comparatively small per 
cent of the country’s total popu- 
lation is affected. He stated that 
isolation in sanatoriums and éimi- 
lar methods of preventing contact 
are prime factors in the reduction 
of the annual death rate from tu- 
berculosis,

of stress and strain are the great 


causes of tubetculo- 
the distinguish physician 
said. 


Dr. Krause also explained in de- 
tail how the bacilli of tuberculo- 
sis are segregated by the tissués of 
the body, being confined in & #@phe- 
rold mass of cella. 

“As thie spheroid mass grows, it 
destroys the surrounding [ssues,” 
he explained. “These tissues in 
turn, however, are supp*ant- 
ed by new tissue—but if this new 
or scar tissue is not dense enough. 
or fibrous envugh, the germs pass 
through to other organs of the 
body—and active tuberculosis re- 
sults.”

Why Profits Will Be Made: Live Stock Industry 
The Next Few Years~ —

TH renewed interest in the . 


_ cattle loan business a number 
of inquiries have been made con- 
cerning the future outlook for the 
live stock industry. The thought 
occurred to me that the facts con- 
cerhing this mighty western indus- 
try are of interest to every investor. 


It is generally recognized that 
live stock prices usually travel up 
and down over a period of years 
when adjustments take place in the 
general economic situation of the 
country. Following the Civil War it 
took nine years for live stock prices 
to return to normal. Following the 
World War, however, cattle prices 
were reduced from the high peak to 
below the normal price level of 
1913. All thia took place within a 
few months. 


This violent readjustment was 
brought about through the action of 
the government in trying to bring 
down the high cost of living, and 
their marketing of a large stock of 
frozen meat which they had on 
hand at the close of the war. 


While cattle prices advanced 
some during the years 1922 and 
1923, they did not advance as much 
as they were warranted in doing, 


“on account of the continued forced 


liquidation which had not yet run 
its course. Since that time there 
has been a substantial increase in 
prices, with the present year show- 
ing the greatest gain, which, on the 
present price level, has again 
placed the live stock industry on a 
substantial, money-making basis. 


It is the opinion of those well 
posted on the live stock situation 
that cattle prices will continue to 
go higher during the next few 
years. This, of course, will result 
in handsome profits for cattle oper- 


ators. Only a few days ago the 


government issued a bulletin stating 
that advanced prices could be ex- 
pected in the cattle industry for the 
next several years, and they felt 
that good times were ahead for fhe 
cattlemen. 


I am of the opinion that there is a 
very great shortage of cattle in the 
United States—a much more serious 
shortage than is shown by govern- 
ment statistics. I justify this state- 
ment through my intimate knowl- 
edge of the cattle industry, and 
knowing facts which have existed, 
and which were in a measure mis- 
leading to those compiling govern- 
ment statistics. 


I believe. a few years ago the 
number of cattle in the United 
States was greatly in excess of that 
shown by government reports, for 
the simple reason that many of the 
cattle were run on open ranges, and 
the owners did not render the cor- 
rect number on account of taxes,

American newspapers ‘are larger than the journals of Japan, but 


Masajiro Kimura, Tokio publisher, 


is inclined to the belief that the 


Japanese papers are more thoroughly read than those of this country. 


‘The Japanese are inveterate 
newspaper readers,” he se‘é. 
“There are fifteen daily newspa- 
pers in Tokio alone, and all of 
them uppear to be getting along.” 

The paper published by Mr. Ki- 
mura is the Tokio Maiyu, which he 
said has a circulation of 350,000 
and employs an editorial and rep- 
ortorial staff of 250 men.
